“ Good roads is a subject of deep 
| thought, Btudy and practical e x ­ 
perience, money, brains, muscle, 
proper material and co-operation 
with the people to gain the de­ 
sired ends or good results. 
I will 
give my idea how I think good 
roads can be built and maintained 
with 
material 
nearest at hand. 
Good drainage is the most im port­ 
ant and the one I have had in view 
in all my road working, and have 
been quite successful with but few 
exceptions. 
These, however, were 
where the 
drainage ran through 
private property that I was not 
authorized to enter, which is very 
detrimental to the 
building and 
m aintaining of public roads. 
I 
“ The next point in view is to 
do your work well, and have it in 
as goood shape and as substantial 
as the material you are using will 
admit. 
To this end it requires ex- 
perienced labor in order not to lose 
any unnecessary time. Right here, 
however, one of my worst draw ­ 
backs has been poor, inexperienced 
labor— that is, county convict labor 
exclusively. 
About the time I get 
one worked up to the point where 
he begins to understand the work 
Ids time is out, lienee state convicts 
frorh two to five years would be 
better.

as the financial part is concerned, 
but otherwise it is the worst labor 
that can be used in building public 
roads, and under this system there 
will always be bad roads. 
I think 
a better plan would be to repeal 
said law and make one to impose a 
compulsory tax in lieu of the five 
days labor and place it with the 
available road and bridge fund. I f 
the majority of the people would 
take this matter in hand and in­ 
struct their legislators to put this 
m atter through the next legislature 
I think they would get to travel on 
better roads in the near future. 
“ Now, to build public roads from 
material nearest at hand and where 
there is no rock is as follows: Clay, 
where there is no sand or soil, 
after first plowing from ditch and 
spread on roadbed, m ust be thor­ 
oughly rolled with at least a 5-ton 
steam roller so as to make it firm 
and solid, and the second plowing 
done in the sam e manner, until 
you have the proper drainage to 
ditch and elevation 
to roadbed. 
Should your material be too dry 
for the roller to* m ake it iirm it 
should be sprinkled to overcome 
this. 
“ Sandy soil or soil alone can be 
treated in the sam e manner as clay 
roads.' 
“ Where clay and sand can be 
used together is as follows: Where 
the roadbed has a clay foundation 
it should have four inches of sand 
spread over the entire width of the 
roadbed, provided you have plenty 
of sand near at hand and easy to 
get, but if not handy or scarce 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
width will 
make a fair road. 
This is to he 
rolled and 
treated in 
the same 
manner as described above. 
I hen 
you spread a layer oi clay four 
inches thick; then another layer of 
sand, to be rolled and treated as 
described above, and always keep 
in view the drainage of ditches and 
elevation to roadbed. Sandy roads 
that are bad in dry weather should 
be treated in the same manner as 
described above, except where the 
clay ie used use sand. 
The roads 
I speak of are forty feet, the ditches 
are seven feet, laid off three feet 
from fence, and twenty-foot road­ 
bed, which makes a pretty fair 
road where it is not washed out too 
b a d .
